SIBLY’S  SPECIFICATION. 

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  Ebenezer 
Sibly,  of  Upper  Titchfield  Street,  in  the  Parish  of  Saint  Marylebon,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  Doctor  in  Physic,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  King  George  the  Third  did,  by 
5  His  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date 
at  Westminster,  the  Seventh  day  of  May,  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  His  reign, 
give  and  grant  unto  me,  the  said  Ebenezer  Sibly,  His  especial  licence,  that 
I,  the  said  Ebenezer  Sibly,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  mentioned,  should, 
and  lawfully  might  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  within  England,  Wales,  and  the 
10  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  and  also  in  all  His  Majesty’s  Colonies  and 
Plantations  abroad,  my  Invention  of  a  reanimating  tincture,  which  I  call  4 4  The 
Reanimating  Solar  Tincture  and  which  medicine  operates  without  the  least 
violence  or  disturbance  to  the  animal  oeconomy,  in  the  most  delicate  constitu¬ 
tions,  of  great  efficacy  in  the  cure  of  all  scorbutic  disorders,  impurity  of  the 
15  blood,  muscular  debility,  weak  nerves,  convulsions,  cramps,  and  all  disorders 
of  the  stomach  and  bowells,  rheumatism,  gout,  and  hysterick  complaint,  an 
efficacious  styptic  in  any  violent  bleeding,  and  when  outwardly  applied  healing 
in  a  short  time  cuts,  stabs,  or  gunshot  wTounds  (if  not  mortal),  and  a  certain 
preventative  against  mortification  in  such  cases ;  in  which  said  Letters  Patent 
20  there  is  contained  a  proviso  obliging  me,  the  said  Ebenezer  Sibly,  by  an 
instrument  in  writing  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to  cause  a  particular  description 
of  the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be 
prepared,  to  be  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery  within  one 
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calendar  month  after  the  date  of  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent,  as  in  and 
by  the  same  (relation  being  thereunto  had)  may  more  fully  and  at  large 
appear. 

ISOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  proviso,  I,  the  said 
Ebenezer  Sibly,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  Invention  is  described  in  5 
manner  following,  (that  is  to  say) : — 

Take  balsamun  canadense,  one  ounce ;  olibanum,  one  ounce ;  anisum,  one 
ounce  ;  sima  louba,  two  ounces ;  chamoemelum,  eight  ounces  ;  caryophylla  arom., 
half  an  ounce  ;  moschata,  one  dram ;  galanga  minor,  half  an  ounce  ;  acorus, 
one  pound  ;  bacc.  juniperi,  one  pound;  salvia,  one  ounce;  rosmarinus,  two  10 
ounces;  gentmse,  half  an  ounce;  savibucus,  half  an  ounce;  aloe,  two 
drachms ;  consolida  major,  one  ounce ;  valerina,  two  ounces ;  sassafras,  half 
an  ounce ;  cochleria,  half  an  ounce ;  folii  auri,  forty ;  sacch.  alba,  one  pound  ; 
crocus  vin.  rectificat.  q.  s.  s.  a  ;  digestio  and  distillatio. 

In  witness  whereof,  I,  the  said  Ebenezer  Sibly,  have  hereunto  set  my  15 
hand  and  seal,  this  Twelfth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five.
